Monday morning. 
The inquisition 
of 
the witness w as 
conducted by W . G. Kent, dictator of 
ihe Dixon Lodge of Moose, who de 
manded the inquest, 
and 
when 
the 
hearing is resum ed Monday Mr. K ent 
hopes to be able to put a num ber of 
the inmates of the infirmary on the 
siand, and if 
possible question them 
concerning the adm inistration of a f­ 
fairs at that institution. 
In view of 
the charges m ade against Supt. W icher 
in a series of affidavits filed w ith the 
supervisors recently the questioning of 
inm ates will be thorough, and it is un­ 
derstood the superintendent will be rep 
resented by an attorney when the in­ 
quiry is again tak en up.

Help Returned Soldiers 
General Wood urged that this coun­ 
try m ust do the right thing by the re­ 
turning soldiers. 
“ If we do.” he d e­ 
clared, “ we shall have in the home of 
each home of them a center of patriot­ 
ism and a spirit of service which will 
go far to k eep alive a sound, patriotic 
spirit. 
A great part of the world is 
very much upset, and dangerous ideas 
are abroad. 
We want to k eep our feet 
on the ground and hold to to the ideals 
and policies which have made us great. 
We m ust do all we can to build up 
a 
sound national spirit, an intense spirit 
of Americanism. 
Adjust Labor Complaints 
‘W e m ust do all we can in this period 
of readjustm ent to m aintain the best 
possible relations between 
labor and 
caiptal. for they are 
interdependent. 
We do not wish an autocracy of eith 
er capital or labor, but a real democ­ 
racy in both, characterized by a spirit 
of co-operation and helpfulness. 
One Flag —Our R a g 
“There is room in this country for 
but one flag, and that is the American 
flag. 
P ut down the red fiag’ 
Ii stands 
for 
nothing which 
our 
government 
stands for. 
It is against everything 
we have struggled for. 
The experience 
of the training cam ps brought out very 
forcibly the desirability of having but 
one language in our public schools, and 
that language should be the language 
of the Declaration of Independence of 
the constitution, of W ashington, Jeffer 
son, Lincoln, Cleveland and Roosevelt.

to us with 
the intention

our customs 
and living up to our ideals, we should 
turn our faces against those who come 
to us wtih ideas repugnant to our civ­ 
ilization and with purposes and ideals 
hostile 
to our form of government. 
“ We must also look ahead to the es­ 
tablishment of .t sound system of na* 
ional preparedness; not a preparedness 
for war. but a preparedness which will 
be an assurance against war." 


ARMY TRUCKS TO 
PASS THRU CITY 
LONGJOURNEY 


To Boost Lincoln High­ 
way —More Members 
Are Wanted. 


A. B. Whitcomlie, W estern District 
Consul for Illinois for the Lincoln H igh­ 
way, has been notified by H. C. Oster- 
mann, vice president and field secre­ 
tary of the association, that u govern 
ment truck train will leave New York 
July 7 for San Francisco, will m ak e the 
entire trip over the Lincoln Highway, 
and of course will visit Dixon. The con­ 
voy will consist of 54 truck s and 225 
men, including a num ber of governm ent 
engineers, and it is expected the trip 
will definitely mak e the Lincoln H igh­ 
way a federal highway project. 
W orthy of Support. 
Every citizen of Lee county who be 
lieves in road improvement, 
and 
who 
think s that the Lincoln Highway, the 
great transcontinental route which now 
leads through this city, is a municipal 
asset and should be maintained hero, is 
urged to give the Highway association 
his support. 
A campaign is now in progress to se­ 
cure sustaining meinlK'rship in the Lin­ 
coln Highway association. 
The money 
is badly needed, and the Dixon public 
is ask ed to rally l>ehind the movement, 
by contributing the small annual sus­ 
taining fee—five dollars. 
Other cities 
along the Lincoln Highway have large 
num bers of sustaining 
mem bers 
who 
cheerfully contribute this fee, k nowing 
well the good uses to which the money 
is put, and the necessity of supporting 
such a valuable institution. 
In Dixon, 
the public has not yet rallied to the aid 
of the movement in any considerable 
numbers. 
Coldness and indifference to­ 
wards the highway improvement pro­ 
gram at this time, it is represented, may 
he fatal to Dixon’s opportunity, and an 
urgent appeal is sent out to the public 
to awak en the necessity of co-operation 
with the local highway officials, who 
without public assistance and support 
cannot hope to m ak e the showing which 
will be necessary to retain the Lincoln 
Highway through this city in the fu­ 
ture.

WILSON CONTINUES 
TOUR OVER RUINED 
PARTS OF BELGIUM 


As Guest of King Albert 
He Appeared Before 
Lower Chamber.

Brussels, J une 19 .—President Wilson, 
who reached the Belgian capital last 
night after a d ay’s trip from tin Lwir 
der which took him through the dis­ 
tricts devastated bv the war, began the 
second day of his visit to Belgium this 
m orning by m otoring to Charleroi with 
King 
Albert. 
T he 
k ing 
expected to 
show the American executive the de­ 
struction wrought b.v the Germans in 
the mines at Charleroi and supply him 
with docum entary information 
01 the 
whole sale and systematic destruction 
practiced by the Germans. 
The president was not accompanied 
on the Charleroi visit b.v Mrs. Wilson, 
who was some whut fatigned after yes­ 
terday’s trying journey. 
Visited Deputies. 
A luncheon at the American legation, 
the appearance of the president before 
the Belgian cham ber of deputies and 
his reception by Cardinal Mercler at 
Mulines, were a few of the features on 
today's program. 
T he president and King Albert 
set 
out on their trip to Charleroi at nine 
o’clock . They were accompanied by M. 
Jaspar. the m inister of economics and 
a num erous suite. 
On stepping out of the palace this 
m orning the 
president 
found several 
thousand persons assembled there who 
clamored for a speech. 
He responded 
with his first public talk , which was 
confined to a few words. 
“ My friends” said the president, “ in 
coming here personally I have merely 
followed m y own heart and the heart 
of the American people towards Bel­ 
gium .” 
In the jwlaee the president had met 
oil the members of the Belgian cabinet, 
and Cardinal Mercler. 
By calling first, 
tho carinal offered a diplomatic route 
for the president’s call upon him at 
Malines today. 
I^ahor Addresses Him. 
The general council of the Belgian 
labor party has addressed a message 
to President Wilson, In which it says: 
“The 
labor 
party 
repudiates 
any 
peace of violence and awaits the reign 
of a definite peace assuring the Mover 
eignty o t labor and tb > trium ph of Pres­ 
ident W ilson’s pri& q^e* ’ 
The address recalls the Intervention 
of the United States in the war and 
adds: 
“ If the work ing 
classes 
every bore 
were m asters of their destinis it is be­ 
yond doubt that the president's pro­ 
gram would have completely triumphed 
at the peace conference 
and 
Belgium 
would have obtained complete repara 
tion for the losses she suffered.”

Thomas, democrat, Colorado, said today 
in opposing the measure. The Colorado 
senator declared the proposal that the 
senate declare itself now against ac­ 
cepting the league as intertwined with 
the peace term s was improper arid un­ 
wise. 
Before Senator Thomas spok e, Sena­ 
tor Spencer, 
republican 
of 
Missouri, 
who had not previously indicated his 
Views regarding the league of nations, 
Introduced a resolution proposing tha t 
the senate declare that under any lea­ 
gue plan adopted application of the 
Monroe doctrine must Lie reserved 
e n­ 
tirely for national determination. 
The 
resolution w*-nt over without action. 
Doctrine Is Essential. 
Tho Spencer resolution would declare 
the Monroe doctrine “an essential na ­ 
tional poliey" and that “the necessity 
and extent of its application 
and 
en­ 
forcement are m atters to be determined 
alone by the United States.” 
The tariff, immigration and lik e in­ 
ternal 
questions 
would 
i>e 
declared 
“m atters to be determined entirely by 
the country in which they arise and un­ 
der no circumstances questions for set­ 
tlem ent under the league of nations.” 
The 
resolution 
would 
declare also 
“ that the United States cannot bind 
itself in advance to either mak e war 
in the future or to send its arm y and 
navy into other lands for purposes of 
control.”
